ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  year  ending  31st  December,  1930,  has  shown  a  slight 
■decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  received,  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year,  the  number  being  471  as  against  496— a 
decrease  of  25.  Of  these  cases,  382  were  surgical  and  accidents, 
and  89  medical.  The  result  of  treatment  was  that  290  were 
discharged  cured,  33  improved,  7  transferred  to  other 
Institutions,  18  accidents,  and  we  are  sorry  to  say  we  had  17 
deaths ;  16  remained  in  Hospital.  There  were  316  operations — 
108  major  and  208  minor. 

The  average  length  of  stay  in  the  Hospital  per  patient  was 
17.5  days.  The  combined  number  of  patients’  days  was  8,254. 
The  average  cost  of  maintenance  and  nursing  was  7 /3.6  per  day, 
an  increase  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  or  a  total  cost 
per  patient  of  £6  8s  Od.  The  total  cost  of  maintenance  and 
nursing  was  £3,014  0s  9d,  about  £250  per  month. 

The  Open-air  Ward  has  been  in  constant  use  through 
the  year,  including  the  Winter,  and  the  results  from  treatment 
.  in  this  Ward  are  most  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  the  Electric  Department  has  proved  to  be 
of  great  service  to  the  Institution,  636  individual  patients 
having  been  treated. 

The  Committee  appreciate  very  highly  all  organised  and 
individual  support  which  they  have  received,  and  would  make 
special  mention  of  the  Hospital  Women  Workers’  Guild  and  the 
House-to-IIouse  Collectors. 

The  Committee  much  regret  the  death  of  Col.  Wilfrid 
Gibson,  V.D.,  who,  from  the  institution  of  the  Hospital,  dis¬ 
played  the  keenest  interest  in  its  welfare  and  was  an  active  and 
valued  member  of  the  Committee. 
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The  Committee  tender  their  thanks  to  the  Hon,  Surgeons,. 
Mr  T.  A.  Hindmarch,  F.R.C.S.,  and  Mr  J.  Brumwell,  F.R.C.S., 
and  the  Hon.  Physician,  Mr  W.  E.  Hume,  C.M.G.,  M.D., 
F.R.C.P.,  the  Matron  and  Staff  for  their  devoted  service  during- 
the  year,  and  the  General  Secretary,  Mr  M.  Green,  for  his. 
enthusiastic  and  efficient  work. 

Thanks  are  also  expressed  to  Messrs  J.  A.  &  F.  T.  Iveson, 
Chartered  Accountants,  Hexham,  who  have  again  acted  as 
Honorary  Auditors  for  the  year.
